Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Brittles reference was discussed. The Examiner agreed that 
Claim 13 appears to be allowable after re-introduction of the phrase "while maintaining the pressure in the first and 
second vacuum chambers". The Examiner also agreed that Claim 54 appears to be allowable after introduction of the 
phrase "evacuating the vacuum chambers such that the outer vacuum chamber has a pressure greater than a 
pressure in the inner vacuum chamber". Applicant's counsel agreed to an Examiner's amendment to reflect this 
language. The Examiner agreed that other pending independent claims also appear to be allowable. Applicant's 
counsel argued first that the Brittles reference (and others) teach providing a higher level of vacuum in the outer bag, 
which draws the inner bag off the preform and creates puddles. However, the claimed invention provides the opposite 
pressure ratio where the pressure is higher in the outer bag and the vacuum is higher in the inner bag, which helps to 
resolve the problem. Additionally, Applicant's counsel argued that the cited references require breathers between the 
bags and that the language in Claim 34 precludes the use of a breather, which would stop the second vacuum 
chamber from collapsing substantially against the first vacuum chamber. The Examiner noted that the determination of 
allowability is tentative pending approval from a Primary Examiner.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

A verbatim or highly detailed desenption of the arguments is not 
required The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)
